"I'm getting into fight­ 
ing shape, my friends." 
The governor's weight is down 
to 192 pounds and he hopes to 
shed 10 more before the campaign 
gets into high gear. 
As for his mental attitude, some 
of his aides confess that Brown 
appeared to be worried and up­ 
set in the weeks before Nixon 
finally announced his candidacy 
last September.
